NEARLY £14 million a year is 
being paid to incapacity benefit 
claimants in Kent who are fit to 
work, according to the Tories. 

Figures released to Kent on Sunday follow¬ 
ing a Freedom of Information request show 
there were 63,700 people on incapacity ben¬ 
efits in Kent, Bromley and Bexley in 2007. 

The Conservatives this week claimed that 
as many as 200,000 of the 2.6 million people 
in the UK claiming the benefits could return 
to work. 

In Kent, Bromley and Bexley that equates 
to nearly 5,000 people. Figures given to KoS 
by the Department for Work and Pensions 
indicate they claimed £13.79m last year. 

And the total bill for paying incapacity 
benefits in Kent, Bromley and Bexley in 
2007 was a colossal £179m. 

Cllr Paul Carter, leader of Kent County 
Council, said: (£ We need to get more people off 
welfare and back into work. It’s a massive

burden on the Treasury, on the public purse.” 

He said that a “tougher” approach was 
needed to be taken by GPs and other public 
servants who rubber-stamped the benefits 
in the first place. 

“There has been an extraordinary rise 
nationally and I think they have got to be 
much tougher in gatekeeping to allow 
access to incapacity benefits. I suspect that 
too many people are going into the incapac¬ 
ity benefit category unnecessarily.” 

Cllr Carter said KCC’s Supporting 
Independence programme and 14-20 strate¬ 
gy to “get young people better motivated, 
better trained, better skilled” were helping 
to get people off benefits and into work. 

But he claimed the influx of Eastern 
Europeans into the county was making it 


more difficult to find jobs. 

Of the 63,700 people on incapacity benefits 
in Kent, Bromley and Bexley, the largest 
amount claimed mental and behavioural 
disorders (25,150), followed by diseases of 
the musculoskeletal system and connective 
tissue (11,020). A total of 7,050 were on inca¬ 
pacity benefits for “symptoms, signs and 
abnormal clinical and laboratory findings, 
not elsewhere classified”. 

The highest average weekly claim was 
£68.92 for people on benefits for “congenital 
malformations, deformations and chromoso¬ 
mal abnormalities”. 

Earlier this week, Conservative leader 
David Cameron unveiled plans for US-style 
return-to-work programmes. 

Under the plans all job seekers are 
screened as soon as they start claiming and 
those who refuse to join the schemes have 
their out-of-work benefits stopped.

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Government subsidies, 
fare increases and still 
no mention of profits... 


THE train company that oper¬ 
ates commuter services in Kent 
faces is facing calls for greater 
transparency over its profits. 

The demands came after Southeastern 
trains introduced inflation-busting fare 
hikes that have seen the price of some 
tickets rising by more than 10 per cent - 
higher than anywhere else in the UK. 

A Kent on Sunday investigation has 
revealed the massive amount of taxpayers’ 
money being given to Southeastern. 

The company took over the running of 
services in Kent in April 2006 and in its 
first year received a massive £135 million 
subsidy from the Government. 

In 2007-08 it has received £106. lm, and is 
due to get a further £89.7m in 2008-09. 

Southeastern generated revenue worth 
£552.7m in its first year, but this week the 
company refused to reveal its profits. 

Incentive 

However, profit figures for its parent 
company Govia show that shareholders are 
reaping vast rewards. 

The Anglo-French firm, which also runs 
Southern and, since last month, London 
Midland trains, had a revenue of more than 
£1 billion in 2006-07 and operating profits 
of more than £66m. 

This was an increase on the previous 
year, when it generated revenue of under 
£750m and profits of £42.5m. 

Under its franchise agreement with the 
Government, Southeastern will operate rail 
services in Kent until at least 2014.

Thanet, said taxpayers appeared to be “pay¬ 
ing more for less”. 

He said: “I believe that we, as Members of 
Parliament and the travelling public, have 
a right to know how much Southeastern is 
making out of those fare increases. 

“How well are they doing from taxpayers 
who are already paying for them?” 

Mr Gale this week challenged the Ruth 
Kelly, the Secretary of State for Transport, 
to take a ride with him on the coastal line 
between Thanet and London so she could 
experience for herself the standard of 
service. She declined the offer. 

He said delays and overcrowding 
appeared to be getting worse on the trains. 

He added: “Unless this outfit gets its act 
together then it will, I think, be time for the 
chief executive and his miserable cohorts to 
run up the white flag and surrender to 
someone who can provide a service that 
works at a price that is fair” 

Julian Brazier, a Conservative shadow 
transport minister and MP for Canterbury, 
also called for transparency from 
Southeastern, but insisted he was not 
against companies making profits. 

He added: “These short-term franchises 
mean every operating company has a huge 
incentive to maximise its short to medium- 
term profits. There is no incentive for 
long-term measures.” 

In total, Southeastern is due to receive 
more than £590m in subsidies by 2013. 

In the final year of its franchise agreement, 


2013-14, the company is due to pay the 
Government £11.2m. 

As of the start of this year, average fares in 
Kent went up by 6.8 per cent. They are due 
to continue to increase at a rate of inflation 
plus three per cent for the next three years. 

Last year, Southeastern raised its fares 
by an average 6.3 per cent. 

Southeastern’s 2006-07 and 2007-08 subsi¬ 
dies represent a dramatic rise in Government 
funding than had been given to previous 
operator South Eastern Trains (SET). 

SET received £50.7m in 2003-04, £68.7m 
in 2004-05 and £82.5m in 2005-06. 

Praise 

A Southeastern spokesman said fare 
increases were governed by its franchise 
agreement and Government policy 

He added: “For many rail users this is a 
significant increase and it’s up to us to 
demonstrate that passengers are getting 
value for money 

“However, since we took over the fran¬ 
chise in April 2006, stations are cleaner and 
brighter, we are operating more services 
than ever before, and we have delivered the 
best train performance for many years. 

‘While there is still much to do before we, 
or our passengers will be satisfied, com¬ 
plaints are down, customer praise is increas¬ 
ing and the trend is in the right direction.” 

The company declined to respond to criti¬ 
cism over its lack of transparency 

Southeastern has 344 trains and more 
than 3,800 employees.

Chris Grayling said: ‘We think 
it’s time to take tough action 
against those who are deliberate¬ 
ly staying at home and claiming 
benefits rather than going back 
into work. 

‘We want to provide real help 
for those who want to work - and 
be tough on those who are trying 
to avoid working.” 

The Tories pointed out the 
Government has admitted that 
up to one million incapacity ben¬ 


efit claimants want to get back 
into work, but are unable to. 

But a spokeswoman for Mind, 
the mental health charity, said: 
“David Cameron needs to bear in 
mind the 40 per cent of incapaci¬ 
ty benefit claimants who have 
mental health problems. 

“Continuing stigma and dis¬ 
crimination also means many 
employers will not hire people 
with mental health problems.” 

David Harker, chief executive 
of Citizens Advice, said: 


“Evidence shows that rather 
than benefits being too easy to 
claim, it is the attitudes and 
practice of many employers that 
create barriers for people on inca¬ 
pacity benefits returning to 
work. 

“One third say that they delib¬ 
erately exclude people with a his¬ 
tory of long-term sickness or 
incapacity when recruiting staff.” 

In the county of Kent, the num¬ 
ber of claimants last year was 
48,530, costing the taxpayer 


£138.9m. In Bexley, there were 
6,700 claimants and 8,480 in 
Bromley 

A spokeswoman for the DWP 
said: “The number on incapacity 
benefit is falling after two 
decades of substantial growth 
and is the lowest it has been for 
seven-and-a-half years. 

“The new Employment and 
Support Allowance, which will 
replace incapacity benefits from 
October 2008, will help drive 
forward further reductions.”

As a reporter from the Daily Mirror I 
naturally always looked for the ‘human’ 
angle - and John, for me, was the angle 
at these sometimes boring meetings. 

I was the first to put those ties into print 
-1 seem to remember John gave me quite 
a lot of copy on them - in the Mirror’s City 
column and Hackney-bom John became 
one of my favourite contacts. 

When he was appointed chairman of 
ICI in 1982 he hit the headlines, mainly 
because of his naval background, but I 
managed to get an ‘exclusive’ quote for 
the Mirror. 

To me he was the essence of good 
management - and he put motivation 
top of his list of management goals. 

As a motivator he was outstanding. 

He stood in the pantheon of great man¬ 
agers of that time, such as Lee Iacocca, the 
legendary Ford boss who turned round 
Chrysler in the 1980s, who is also 83.

THE body that oversees the work 
of Kent Police spends £415,000 a 
year on salaries, £187,000 on mem¬ 
ber allowances and £96,000 on 
printing and stationery, Kent on 
Sunday can reveal. 

Kent Police Authority (KPA), which has 17 
councillor, magistrate and independent mem¬ 
bers, has an annual budget of £1.056 million. 

It spends £39,000 on transport, £31,000 on 
conference expenses and £59,000 on premises, 
figures given to KoS for 2007-08 show. 

Robust 

It comes as a report said KPA - which has 
eight-and-a-half salaried employees - offered 
the public good value. 

Public spending watchdog, the Audit 
Commission, said it was impressed by the way 
the authority performed at above-standard 
levels and spent public money. 

It examined police authorities across the 
country and their financial effectiveness in 
areas such as value for money, internal con¬ 
trol, financial standing, financial management 
and financial reporting. 

Kent received the highest possible score for 
financial management, which included the 
ability to plan for the medium term, managing 


watchdog is

much aware we have more work to do next 
year to remain at the forefront.” 

Another £61,000 of the money spent by KPA 
last year went to the Association of Chief 
Police Officers and the Association of Police 
Authorities for ‘subscription’ costs. 

A KPA spokeswoman said: “The cost is made 
up of secondment posts, conferences, etc, and 
the fee to be part of both organisations.” 

Audit fees cost KPA £150,000 and another 
£18,000 was spent on “donations, furniture, com¬ 
puters and other communication, postage, etc”. 

Mark Wallace, campaign director of the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance, said: “There are certainly 
worse police authorities, but Kent would do 
well not to get too smug about this report. 

“There is still massive room for improve¬ 
ment. A £39,000 bill for transport alone is 
something which ought to be of serious con¬ 
cern, for example. 

“Public sector bodies should always strive to 
get taxpayers a better deal, and should be 
wary of resting on modest laurels.” 

Asked by KoS to justify KPA’s spending, Mrs 
Barnes said: “I’m pleased to say that our annual 
running costs really are very low in comparison 
to other police authorities around the country. 

“We also function with a very small number 
of staff and resources. In fact, the running cost 
of the authority only accounts for 0.44 per cent 
of the police budget - that’s half the national 
average of what other police authorities cost.”

INSURANCE mogul Peter Cullum has 
been named as Kent’s richest man, with a 
fortune of £1.7 billion. 

Mr Cullum, who has worked for and run 
a number of insurance and finance firms, 
beat former Saga owners Roger and Peter 
De Haan, whose combined wealth is esti¬ 
mated at £850m. 

The list was compiled by Philip Beresford 
for Kent Life magazine and contains the 
names and estimated wealth of the county’s 
top 50 earners. 

In third place was Frank Brake and fam¬ 
ily, who owned food company Brake Bros 
until it was floated on the stock market in 
1986. They are worth around £280m. 

Guy Hands, owner of public equity group 
Terra Firma, and his wife Julia are named 
in fourth place with £250m. Last year, Terra 
Firma bought music group EMI, home to 
artists including Paul McCartney, Kylie 
Minogue and Coldplay. 

Also on EMI’s books is David Bowie, who 
is at number 12 in the list with an estimat¬ 
ed £120m. His colleague in the world of 
music, Sir Bob Geldof, is at number 32. 

The anti-poverty campaigner and Live 
Aid and Live 8 concert organiser has a per¬ 
sonal wealth of around £35m. Sir Bob also 
runs production company Ten Alps, which 
runs Kent County Council’s online TV 
channel Kent TV. 

The Lord Lieutenant of Kent, Allan 
Willett, also makes an appearance at num¬ 
ber 35. 

He sold his packaging machinery firm, 
Willett International, for £50m in 2003 and 
now has an estimated fortune of £30m. 

Also on the list are Jonathan Neame and 
family, owners of the Shepherd Neame 
brewery, and Beverley Charman, who won 
her £48m fortune in a divorce settlement.

Row over how 
absent chief 
should be paid 


MONEY raised from council tax must not 
be used to pay the salary of a council chief 
executive who has been on “gardening 
leave” for more than a year. 

That is the view of Labour councillors on 
Tory-controlled Swale Borough Council, 
who are putting forward a motion on 
Wednesday to recoup the money from the 
authoritys reserves instead. 

Mark Bilsborough, 47, who is on around 
£100,000 a year, has been on fully paid 
leave from Swale Borough Council since 
December 2006. 

The council has never made public the 
reason behind its decision to place him on 
gardening leave. 

A disciplinary hearing began in London 
on Thursday, presided over by a QC, and is 
expected to finish on January 24. 

A report recommending what action 
should be taken will then go to the council. 

Discussion 

The Labour group on Swale said the full 
cost of employing Mr Bilsborough - about 
£150,000 - should be taken out of the 
council’s reserves and used to help keep 
next year’s council tax down - or to prevent 
cuts to services. 

But Cllr Mike Cosgrove, Swale council’s 
executive portfolio holder for performance 
and finance, said: “Both the council’s 
reserves and our current expenditure come 
from the same sources: central Government 
grant, council fees and charges and locally 
raised council tax. 

“I welcome a full discussion of the issue 
which will provide an opportunity to 
explain why, until we know the outcome of 
a disciplinary investigation, we are contrac¬ 
tually obliged to pay a council employee’s 
salary.” 

Swale has warned that council tax is set 
to rise even more in the next few years.

OUR beautiful county of Kent has 
long been appreciated for its diversi¬ 
ty of landscapes. 

From the windswept open grazing marshes of 
the north Kent coast to the shrouded woodlands 
of the Weald, “Kent”, in the words of author HE 
Bates, “has a little of everything”. 

Over the centuries these various regions of the 
county have at one time or another played their 
part in bringing the county economic prosperity 
and prestige. 

Its densely wooded Weald revelled in the lime¬ 
light in the 16th and 17th centuries as the cen¬ 
tre of a bustling iron industry.

unique; the mysterious and the haunting. 

In nearly 200 pages every conceivable aspect of 
this wonderfully unspoilt countryside is explored, 
from dew ponds to nailboumes, from orchids to 
Neolithic settlers and chalk pits to folklore. 

Having lived and worked in the Downs for 
many years, much of my inspiration for writing 
the book came from my awareness of the unsung 
beauty of the area.

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Bishop: UK society 
is divided by faith 


THE Bishop of Rochester has 
refused to back down after his 
controversial claims that some 
communities have become no-go 
areas for non-Muslims. 

Dr Michael Nazir-Ali said last weekend 
that multiculturalism and the rise of the 
ideology of Islamic extremism had led to 
these separate communities. 

He said: “Those of a different faith or race 
may find it difficult to live or work there 
because of hostility to them.” 

The remarks prompted angry reactions 
from Muslim groups, with some calling for 
him to resign. 

He also faced criticism from senior politi¬ 
cians, including William Hague and Lib 
Dem leader Nick Clegg. 

Inayat Bunglawala, assistant general 
secretary of the Muslim Council of Britain, 
said the comments were “more like the 
kind of commentary we would have expect¬ 
ed from the far-right BNP, not a responsible 
figure in the Church of England”. 

Anwar Khan, from the Gillingham-based 
Kent Muslim Welfare Association, said he 
was “baffled” by the bishop’s comments and 
challenged him to name the areas. 

Dr Nazir-Ali, who has been in India all 
this week, said he “deeply regrets” any hurt 
or offence caused by the article, but stopped 
short of apologising.

He said: “Unless we diagnose the malaise 
from which we all suffer we shall not be 
able to discover the remedy.” 

He claimed the intention of the article 


was to show that successive governments 
had “failed to foster an integrating vision 
for Britain based on its Christian founda¬ 
tion”. 

He added: “Such separation will end only 
when the hosts can offer proper hospitality, 
not mere tolerance, and other communities 
can respond with openness and respect for 
the well-springs of British values. 

“I hope that what little I have said will 
lead to a proper diagnosis and, therefore, to 
an appropriate remedy for separation in 
due course.” 

Mr Hague, the Conservative shadow for¬ 
eign secretary, said he did not think Dr 
Nazir-Ali’s comments had been “factually 
correct”, whereas Mr Clegg called them “a 
gross caricature of reality”. 

Dr Nazir-Ali was born and raised in 
Pakistan, where he was made the youngest 
Anglican bishop in the world when he 
became Bishop of Raiwind at the age of just 
35. 

He studied Islamic history at Karachi 
University. His father was a Muslim who 
converted to Catholicism, which Dr Nazir- 
Ali practiced until he converted to the 
Church of England aged 20. 

Speaking to Kent on Sunday last August, 
Kent Police Chief Constable Mike Fuller 
urged the Government to put more effort 
into tackling radicalisation of young 
Muslims.

MORE ethnic minorities 
should find their way into 
the predominantly white 
and middle class world of 
farming, according to the 
country’s best known black 
farmer. 

Wilfred Emmanuel-Jones, who 
runs the Black Farmer brand, said 
Kent’s agricultural industry would 
benefit greatly if more people from 
ethnic minorities and urban areas 
started farms. 

The Conservative parliamentary 
candidate for Chippenham in 
Wiltshire argued the farming indus¬ 
try needed “new ideas”. 

He said: “The big thing the farming 
community needs is fresh blood. 

“The relationship with the con¬ 
sumer has been lost because of the 
rise of supermarkets over the last 20 
years. People from ethnic communi¬ 
ties and urban environments know 
what food people as a community 
want and they could produce it. 

Change 

“Change is essential to bring more 
interesting ideas into farming.” 

Mr Emmanuelle-Jones moved to 
the UK from Jamaica in 1961 when 
he was just four years old. He was 
inspired to become a farmer by 
watching his father tend to his allot¬ 
ment in Birmingham as a child. 

He said many ethnic foods are 
imported to the UK and argued that 
if farmers were producing it locally 
they could discover a cash cow. 

He added: “People from ethnic 
minorities should group together and 
buy their own land.” 

Stephen Paine, from the Kent 
Young Farmers Club, is carrying out 
a research project to try to find ways 
to attract more young people from 
ethnic minorities and urban areas to 
the industry. 

The 21-year-old, from Maidstone, 
argued that the local agriculture 
industry would benefit from diversi¬ 
ty. 

He said: “The industry is still dom¬ 
inated by a certain clique of white, 
middle class people. Diversity really 


benefits all sorts of organisations and 
businesses, but not really agricul¬ 
ture. 

“If you can bring social or ethnic 
minorities into farming it will help it 
to cope with all kinds of challenges in 
the future.” 

Mr Paine has been given a £1,000 
grant from the South East England 
Development Agency to carry out his 
project and will shortly be surveying 


2,000 young farmers across the 
South East. 

There are around 2,200 full-time 
farmers in Kent and another 18,000 
workers. There are more than 1,100 
farms with cattle or sheep, 67 dairy 
farms and just over 800 growing fruit 
and vegetables.

The fear of isolation

THE detectives who investigated 
widespread child sex abuse on 
Pitcairn Island have spoken of 
the fears they experienced on 
their first visits to the isolated 
British territory. 

In their first ever in-depth interview, 
Detective Chief Inspector Rob Vinson, 40, 
and former Kent Police detective Peter 
George, 59, talked of the psychological pres¬ 
sures of living among islanders, many of 
them armed, during their investigation. 

Operation Unique was triggered after alle¬ 
gations were made to Kent police constable 
Gail Cox while she was stationed on the 
South Pacific island in 1999. 

DCI Vinson and Mr George, who is now a 
civilian police worker, unearthed evidence of 
extensive sex abuse dating back to the 
1960s. 

Remote 

They interviewed victims around the 
world in countries including New Zealand 
and Australia and trials in 2004 saw nine 
men convicted, six of whom were jailed. 

Pitcairn Island is one of the most remote 
places on the globe. It is in the middle of the 
Pacific, more than 3,000 miles away from 
New Zealand and South America, and can 
only be reached by an eight-day journey by 
container ship. 

Around 50 people live on Pitcairn, most of 
whom are famously descended from 
Fletcher Christian and the mutineers on the 
Bounty, who arrived in 1790. 

Its isolation proved unnerving for Mr 
George, a former detective inspector now 
working in Tonbridge, when he first 
visited. 

‘When I was sitting on that cargo ship 
about a mile off Pitcairn - it was misty, early 
morning - and saw this longboat coming up 
with really scary-looking people on board I 
thought, ‘what are we going to here?’” he told 
Kent on Sunday. 

“No British policeman had ever set foot on 
Pitcairn and I was concerned, I must say. 

“If we wanted any help we’d have to wait 
two weeks for it at least.” 

DCI Vinson, who is based at Margate 
Police Station, first visited Pitcairn in 2000. 
He recalled staying in old prefab accommo¬ 
dation, which had mesh-covered holes for 
windows. 

“It was pitch black and you thought you 
were actually dealing with people for quite 


nasty stuff and anyone could have come 
straight up to the window and you wouldn’t 
know anything about it. There were times 
when you thought, ‘we are pretty isolated 
here’. 

He added: “And they’re all armed. They 
have guns, knives - they walk around rou¬ 
tinely shooting breadfruit out of the trees 
with rifles. 

“We were aware that there was a pump- 
action shotgun on the island as well and 
handguns. 

‘We were talking to people who all had 
routine access to firearms and it’s pitch 
black and if anything did happen to us no- 
one was going to discover who did it.” 

But Mr George said despite their initial 
fears, the officers never felt physically 
threatened by islanders. The worst treat¬ 
ment they had was being ignored. 

“Those who weren’t actually involved in the 
investigation were absolutely fine,” he said. 

“It was only the offenders and their imme¬ 
diate families that had any hostility towards 
us.” 

In all, DCI Vinson visited Pitcairn four 
times and Mr George went on six occasions. 

The investigation and resulting trials 
attracted criticism for their cost, but the offi¬ 
cers insist they were worth it. 


‘We uncovered some horrendous rapes of 
children as young as eight or nine by men in 
their late 20s and 30s,” said DCI Vinson, a 
father-of-three. 

“This was something clearly we couldn’t 
ignore and we had to investigate.” 

The most severe sentence handed out, 
however, was six-and-a-half years. 

Mr George said: “It was never about the 
punishment. It was about the victims being 
believed and the men being convicted of 
these crimes.” 

And the officers rejected criticism from 
some Pitcairners that the trials have result¬ 
ed in a divided community. 

DCI Vinson said: “This picture of Pitcairn 
being an idyll before the investigation is just 
complete nonsense. 

“This was a community where children 
couldn’t grow up safely.” 

He added: “There’s been some pain clear¬ 
ly for the islanders. It was never going to be 
a popular thing, but I think this will be the 
making of Pitcairn.” 

DCI Vinson and Mr George received 
MBEs in the 2008 New Year Honours List 
for their work on Pitcairn.

‘Wholly wrong’ 
to vote on our 
salary, says MP 

MPs will vote on whether to give themselves a 
controversial pay rise shortly, but it may be the 
last time they can do so. 

The independent Senior Salaries Pay Board is 
expected to publish a report on Wednesday that 
will recommend a 2.8 per cent pay rise for MPs. 

However, this is above the 1.9 per cent other 
public sector workers have been given. 

MPs will then debate and vote on the pay rise 
the following week, with Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown urging them to take just 1.9 per cent. 

Harriet Harman, leader of the House of 
Commons, has now ordered a review of the 
process which could result in MPs losing the 
right to vote on their own pay, but not until 
after this year’s vote. 

John Austin, Labour MP for Erith and 
Thamesmead, welcomed the review and 
argued that it was “wholly wrong” for MPs to 
vote on their own salaries. 

He said: ‘When I was first elected in 1992 I 
voted to take this matter out of the hands of MPs 
and put in the hands of an independent body.” 

However, Mr Austin did say he would vote in 
favour of the recommended pay rise. 

He added: “I will vote for it to be accepted un¬ 
amended, in accordance with the principle that 
MPs should not vote on their own salaries.” 

MPs currently earn £60,675 per year.

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LABOUR MP Stephen Ladyman has revealed 
that several private firms have offered him lucra¬ 
tive jobs since he lost his ministerial role. 


Dr Ladyman began work on 
January 1 as an advisor to a 
firm selling traffic information 
for satellite navigation devices. 

He will be paid between 
£10,000 and £15,000 a year for 
the role with ITIS Holdings PLC. 

The MP, who is a vice-chair¬ 
man of the Labour Party, said 
that “quite a lot” of firms had 
approached him with job offers 
since he was sacked as 
Transport Minister in June. 

But he added: “Some of them 
I’m not interested in and some 
I don’t feel comfortable doing 
because my job is being MP for 
South Thanet and that takes 
up a great deal of my time.

“I couldn’t agree to do some¬ 
thing that would interfere with 
my job as MP for Thanet South.” 

Dr Ladyman said there was 
nothing out of the ordinary 
about his ITIS job. 

“It’s pretty routine. Most ex- 
ministers do something like 
this and quite a lot of back¬ 
bench MPs do.” 

He said the company 
approached him about three 
months ago. Under 

Parliamentary rules he was 
required to refer the job offer to 
the Advisory Committee on 
Business Appointments. 

The committee, chaired by 
Conservative peer Lord 
Mayhew, approved the appoint-

ment on the condition that Dr 
Ladyman did not lobby the UK 
government on the company’s 
behalf for 12 months. 

ITIS Holdings, which has 
recently acquired Trafficlink, a 
travel information supplier for 
the BBC, provides real-time 
information for satellite navi¬ 
gation systems to help drivers 
avoid jams. 

Dr Ladyman said: “They sell 
information and updates to local 
radio stations, which use it for 
traffic reports. The updates may 
sound like they are from some¬ 
one sitting in the studio, but 
very often it comes from ITIS.” 

He added: “They have asked 
me to provide them with some 
advice on how they can sell their 
services to motorists and how 
they can sell their systems in 
Europe and around the world.” 

Another former Transport 
Minister, Steven Norris, 62, is 
the firm’s non-executive director 
and senior independent director. 

Dr Ladyman said the appoint¬ 
ment would not take up much of 
his time and pointed out that he 
was happy to give advice for free 
to some companies. 

“On the other hand, this is a 
profit-making company which 
has come to me because it 
thinks I have good contacts 
they can make use of,” he said. 

“What I’ll be doing is just pro¬ 
viding them with some advice; 
being at the end of a telephone 
when they need to seek my 
advice and also helping them 
make contact with people in 
other countries so they can sell 
their services abroad.” 

Last week, KoS reported how 
Dr Ladyman has been support¬ 
ing a scheme put forward by a 
property developer who donat¬ 
ed £25,000 to the South Thanet 
Labour Party. The MP said 
there was no conflict of interest.

SURVEILLANCE cameras 
linked to the DVLA database are 
filming residents using council 
dumps at Ashford and Dover. 

The revelation has led to an outcry among 
pressure groups, which claim that filming 
motorists infringes civil liberties. 

But Kent County Council said the meas¬ 
ure was necessary to catch out rogue 
builders who wanted to dodge charges for 
waste disposal. 

Cameras at the refuse sites record car 
registration numbers and crosscheck 
them against the national database, log¬ 
ging how many times each vehicle visits a 
dump. 

The number of these systems has appar¬ 
ently doubled around the UK in the last 
year. And, as KOS Media reported last 
week, homeowners can already face fines 
for putting out their domestic rubbish 
incorrectly. 



CIVIL LIBERTIES? Cameras at rubbish 
sites aim to stop illegal dumping 

A spokesman for the county council told 
this newspaper: “The cameras are there for 
a very good reason. 

“They are used to prevent commercial 
traders getting rid of their trade waste free 
of charge at sites which have been provided 
for Kent householders.” 

The national campaign group N02ID 
said it was concerned when CCTV cameras 
were linked to databases. 

Spokesman Phil Booth said: “They are 
essentially recording the number plates of 
citizens who are legally taking their refuse 
to the tip or even someone else’s rubbish 
there as a favour. 

“They are not putting up these camera 
systems in country lanes or lay-bys, which 
is where rubbish is repeatedly tipped. 

“They are simply monitoring law-abiding 
citizens. I don’t see how this is in any way 
useful.” 

A spokesman for the surveillance watch¬ 
dog, Privacy International, said: “There is 
very little oversight or accountability in the 
use of CCTV images and people should be 
outraged at the way their money is being 
wasted. 

“CCTV rarely if ever catches offenders so 
councils should find a more effective and 
less intrusive way of solving environmental 
problems.”

New NHS data 
shows drop in 
superbug rates 


THE NHS trust responsible for 
the hospitals where 90 people 
died after contracting the C diffi¬ 
cile superbug has dramatically 
reduced infection rates, it has 
announced. 

The Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust, which was the subject of a damning 
Healthcare Commission report that blamed 
a “litany of errors” for the deaths, said it is 
heading for a 30-40 per cent drop in infec¬ 
tions in 2007-08. The trust had 226 cases of 
the C diff virus between March and 
December last year, compared with 352 over 
the same period in 2006. 

The news came as the Government 
announced new plans to fight superbugs. 
Hospitals will now be able to hire two infec¬ 
tion control nurses, two isolation nurses and 
an antimicrobial pharmacist in a bid to stop 
outbreaks of bugs like MRSA and C difficile. 

The new plan unveiled by Alan Johnson on 
Wednesday includes £270 million a year by 
2011 to be invested on the new staff and 
other infection control measures. 

These include patient screening, deep 
cleaning and a campaign to cut antibiotic 
use. Hospitals that do not improve their 
infection rates will face stiff fines. 

Gail Locock, lead nurse for infection control 
at Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells, said the

measures would benefit patients and staff. 

She said: “This announcement will enable 
us to have more specialist infection control 
staff on the ground working alongside front¬ 
line staff to reduce hospital acquired infec¬ 
tions even further.” 

The trust also revealed it is actively 
recruiting two more infection control nurses. 

The East Kent Hospitals Trust has also 
reduced its infection rates significantly. 
There were 25 MRSA cases at its hospitals 
between April and December last year, com¬ 
pared with 45 cases the year before. 

A trust spokeswoman said it had also 
halved the rate of C diff infections to 137 
between April and December 2007. 

Dr James Nash, director of infection pre¬ 
vention and control in east Kent, added: “In 
December we achieved a record low for C dif¬ 
ficile infections and we have a C difficile rate 
that is less than half the national average. 

‘While these infections can never be com¬ 
pletely eradicated from hospitals, we are 
striving to keep them to the absolute mini¬ 
mum, and so we welcome the extra help the 
Government announced.”

“premature” to reveal statistics for the open¬ 
ing weeks of Ebbsfleet. The new station 
opened on November 14. 

While Ebbsfleet provides seven trains per 
day to and from Paris and five each way to 
Brussels, Ashford has had its number of 
services slashed. 

Ashford 

It now has three services to and from Paris 
every day and none to Brussels. 

When the decision to downgrade services 
at Ashford was made in 2006, the company 
argued that it would be able to serve a much 
bigger catchment area from Ebbsfleet and 
that two-thirds of Ashford passengers would 
find the new location more convenient. 

Chief executive Richard Brown said it 
would no longer be commercially viable to 
stop there for low numbers of passengers. He 
added that demand levels would be closely 
monitored once Ebbsfleet opened and that 
the timetable would be adjusted if necessary 

The decision met opposition from MPs, 
business leaders, Kent County Council, 
Ashford Borough Council, Shepway District 
Council and the regional development 
agency They argued it would damage local 
businesses, the environment and regenera¬ 
tion plans. 

Councils in Hastings and East Sussex also 
raised concerns. 

A Eurostar spokesman said it would not be 
publishing any specific passenger figures 
until this spring. 

He said: “Spring is around six months on 
from the opening of Ebbsfleet, that is enough 
time to give a fair reflection of how the sta¬ 
tions are performing.” 

In total, more than eight million passen¬ 
gers used Eurostar services over the course 
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of2007, a rise of just over five per cent on the 
previous year. 

They also took £599m in ticket sales, up 
15.5 per cent on the previous year. 

Along with Ebbsfleet, Eurostar unveiled its 
flagship high-speed services from London 
when St Pancras International opened in 
November. 

Ticket sales have grown by a fifth since 
then, but it is not clear how many passengers 
travelled from St Pancras and how many 
from Ebbsfleet. 

It now takes little over two hours to travel 
from London to Paris. 

Mr Brown said: “The launch of Eurostar 
services on High Speed One has begun a new 
era in short-haul travel between the UK and 
mainland Europe. 

“We expect to see this growth continue 
throughout 2008 as the impact of the new 
through-fares from across the UK drives 
growth in the number of travellers using 
Eurostar from towns and cities north and 
south of London.”

THE South East England 
Development Agency (Seeda) is 
looking for a new chairman — at 
£130,000 a year. 

James Braithwaite CBE is stepping down 
from Seeda in December after two terms in 
the post. 

The quango came under fire last year fol¬ 
lowing revelations about its spending. These 
included the disclosure that Mr Braithwaite 
had spent £51,000 on taxis in 2006. 

Critics said Seeda has been responsible for 
a “chronic, systematic waste of public money’. 

Last year, its budget was £195 million. 
Much of this was spent on marketing, 
seminars, internal job creation, monitoring, 
conferences and action plans, according to 
the political commentator Leo McKinstry. 

The attacks continued this week as an 
advert was posted in The Sunday Times for 
Mr Braithwaite’s replacement. 

The salary is advertised as being in the 
region of £130,000 a year pro rata. 

Matthew Sinclair, policy analyst at the 
TaxPayers’ Alliance pressure group, said: 
“This is a huge salary for the chairman of an 
organisation that serves no useful purpose. 

“Total remuneration is likely to be even

higher if the new chairman shares their pre¬ 
decessor’s fondness for long trips by taxi and 
other perks. 

“Taxpayers in the South East would be bet¬ 
ter served if they were given back the money 
wasted on unaccountable quangos that cre¬ 
ate nothing, but a bureaucratic mess.” 

According to the job description, the new 
chairman will be responsible for “drawing 
up the integrated regional strategy, bringing 
together sustainable economic development, 
spatial planning, housing, transport and 
climate change action”. 

Professional 

The role will be to provide “strategic direc¬ 
tion and leadership, build effective relation¬ 
ships and influence delivery partners across 
all sectors; and determine the thrust of policy’. 

The candidate should have “a sound 
knowledge of the region, a track record of 
success as a leader, driver of organisational 
change and deliverer of strategic objectives 
and experience of chairing boards”. 

It adds: “The time commitment is likely to 


be two or three days a week.” 

The Department for Business, which will 
appoint Mr Braithwaite’s successor, issued a 
statement defending the move. 

It said: “The role of the Chair is absolutely 
necessary to maintain the South East’s 
position as a world-class economy, and is 
remunerated to attract the best possible pro¬ 
fessional for the role.” 

The department said investment by Seeda 
in the last two years had created or safeguard¬ 
ed 9,688 jobs in the region; helped nearly 
20,000 people into jobs, created or attracted 
4,930 businesses to the region; helped more 
than 82,600 businesses improve their per¬ 
formance; helped 84,577 people improve their 
skills; and levered over £457m public and pri¬ 
vate regeneration funding into the region.

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Results show GCSE grades in county above average 


STUDENTS across Kent have 
achieved the county’s best ever 
GCSE results. 

According to information pub¬ 
lished by the Department for 
Children, Schools and Families, 
nearly two thirds of the countys 
pupils achieved five A*-C grades 
in their exams last summer. 

This is three per cent above the 
national average and represents 


a rise of 3.6 per cent. Across the 
country, results rose by an aver¬ 
age 2.8 per cent. 

The number of Kent pupils 
achieving five A*-C GCSE grades 
including English and mathe¬ 
matics went up by 1.7 per cent to 
just under half of all pupils. 

This is nearly double the 
national rate of improvement, 0.9 
per cent, and takes Kent results 


1.8 per cent above the national 
average. 

Exam results in the county 
have risen steadily since 1995 
and has stayed above the nation¬ 
al average for the last 10 years. 

Chris Wells, KCC cabinet mem¬ 
ber for educational skills, said: 
“These results are testament to 
the hard work of teachers across 
the county.

Most improved schools were 
Valley Park Community School 
in Maidstone and Mascalls 
School in Paddock Wood.

Stickier salt means 
less bounce! 



It’s that time of year again when our salting vehicles are out and about on Kent’s 
roads and we’re about to introduce a subtle change this year. This will make our 
salting process even more efficient and will improve the safety on our roads too. 

The difference is something called ‘pre-wetted salt’. We traditionally use dry rock 
salt to prevent the formation of ice or frost on road surfaces in cold winter 
weather. Our salting vehicles are fitted with a chute and spinner mechanism that 
spreads the salt, but the dry particles tend to bounce on the road and some of 
them end up in the edges of the carriageway. This causes an uneven spread on 
the road and less salt where it is really needed - in the wheel tracks. 

With the new pre-wetted system, the salt particles are sprayed with a salt water 
solution just before they are spread onto the road. The particles are then stickier 
and do not bounce as much, giving a much more even spread on the road surface. 
There are other advantages of pre-wetted salt too - dry salt needs to become 
moist in order to do its job, so pre-wetted salt is already working as soon as it hits 
the road. Less ‘bounce’ means wasting less salt too, and we anticipate a 25% 
reduction in the amount of salt that we’ll use. 

There are also benefits to the environment, as less salt will actually be 
used and fewer delivery vehicles will be needed to deliver the salt to Kent. 

We’re committed to introducing the new pre-wetted system across Kent 
over the next two years and many of our salting vehicles are already 
capable of using the process.

At Kent Highway Services, we want to make sure that 
everyone can use the county’s pavements and roads, 
so understanding and taking account of disabled 
people’s needs is an important part of our work. 

We make sure that all our new services and facilities 
meet the needs of disabled people and we look at 
our existing services to identify any access problems. 

To understand the changes that are needed, 
we regularly meet with local community Access 
Groups to listen to their access issues, report on 
improvements and consult on new developments 
within the area. 

For example, we’ve recently listened to feedback 
about the general de-cluttering of obstacles such as 
chairs and tables outside cafes and restaurants that 
can make it almost impossible to negotiate the high 
streets of Kent - especially for those with sight 
impairments or wheelchair users. As a result, we now 
have a new process for monitoring and checking 
street clutter. 

Over the last three years, we have also concentrated 
on making controlled pedestrian crossings easier for 
disabled people to use and we set aside £5ok each 
year to upgrade town centres with dropped kerbs. 



Disabled drivers are taken into consideration too and 
most of our car parks provide free car parking for 
disabled people who hold a ‘blue badge’. Parking 
bays on the road can be provided for disabled people 
who have serious difficulties in walking.

Vital prescriptions for early dementia cases

SOME patients in the early 
stages of Alzheimer’s disease are 
being prescribed vital drugs con¬ 
trary to NHS guidelines, Kent on 
Sunday has been told. 

The drugs, which include Aricept, were 
previously available to be prescribed by doc¬ 
tors at any stage of the disease. 

But in 2005, the National Institute for 
Health and Clinical Excellence (Nice) 
changed its guidelines and said the drugs 
should be restricted only to patients at a 
moderate stage of the disease. 

It said the cost, £2.50 a day, was not good 
value for money 

The announcement caused great contro¬ 
versy, particularly among sufferers and their 
relatives who accused Nice executives of 
being heartless. 

Now well-placed NHS sources have said 
some psychiatrists in Kent were continuing 
to prescribe to early Alzheimer’s cases. 

A senior source working in the Kent 
health service said: “We follow the guide¬ 
lines as much as we can. But clinicians have 
a responsibility and they must do what is 
clinically best for their patients. 

“It is important to start on medication as 
early as possible to reap the benefits - it is 
like having cancer and not treating it until 
you know it won’t help anymore.” 

A consultant psychiatrist told KoS: “There

are four new prescriptions each week. None 
of my colleagues have stopped prescribing.” 

The Alzheimer’s Society, a national care 
and research charity for people with all 
forms of dementia and their carers, said con¬ 
sultant psychiatrists should continue to pre¬ 
scribe the drugs. 

Neil Hunt, the charitys chief executive, 
said: “These comments echo our own fears 
about the incongruity between the patient 
and professional experience and Nice’s own 
guidelines. Clinicians have the flexibility to 
prescribe these drugs and we would encour¬ 
age them to use this.” 

Kent and Medway NHS and Social Care 
Partnership Trust refused to disclose the 
number of prescriptions for Alzheimer’s 
drugs after a request by KoS under the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

The trust said it did not hold the informa¬ 


tion electronically and to find it manually 
would be too expensive. 

A trust spokesman said: “Patients are 
assessed for their cognitive functioning and 
a decision is taken based on the outcome of 
the assessment. 

‘We broadly prescribe inline with the 
guidelines. There are occasions when an 
individual is assessed and based on that a 
consultant could prescribe the drugs earlier 
but it is not common.” 

A Nice spokesman said: ‘When we came to 
review the drugs, the clinical and cost effec¬ 
tiveness evidence made it not a cost effective 
use of NHS resources. 

“In other words it didn’t work well enough 
for the money that it costs. It does have some 
effect, and is therefore clinically cost effec¬ 
tive (for moderate patients).” 

There are three stages of the degenerative 
disease: mild, moderate and severe. 

Early stages of the disease include memo¬ 
ry loss and problems concentrating. 

By the time patients are deemed moderate 
there will have been a noticeable decline in 
their mental abilities, changes in their per¬ 
sonalities and their ability to care for them¬ 
selves. 

The length of time it takes to move from 
mild to moderate differs in every case, espe¬ 
cially as many mild cases can remain undi¬ 
agnosed for a long time. 

Alongside Aricept, the other drugs previ¬ 
ously available at early stages include 
rivastigmine and galantamine.

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The consumer is 
spending less, 
says retail giant 

MARKS and Spencer firmed up fears this 
week that UK consumer spending is slowing 
down, despite a post-Christmas sales mini¬ 
boom. 

M&S, which has stores in Kent including 
Bluewater, Maidstone, Chatham, Hempstead 
Valley, Sevenoaks, Ashford, Canterbury, Deal, 
Dover and Folkestone, said its like-for-like 
sales fell 2.2 per cent in the last three months 
of 2007. 

Sales of clothes and homeware declined 3.2 
per cent, while food sales dropped 1.5 per cent 
in what was its worst performance for more 
than two years. Company chiefs said trading 
conditions would remain tough in 2008. 

Earlier this week the British Retail 
Consortium said UK retailers had seen the 
slowest sales growth in December for three 
years, with sales up by just 0.3 per cent year- 
on-year. 

In an interesting development, M&S said 
that since November 6 it had repurchased 1.18 
per cent of its shares in issue at a cost of 
£124.8m. This could signal a number of possi¬ 
ble future strategies.

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British Energy 


Dungeness B Power Station 


Main Reception 
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THE first few weeks of 
2008 have been good, 
for those of us keen to see 
the UK move forward with 
a modem energy policy. 

As areas of the globe become more 
and more unstable, it is vital that 
this country can generate energy 
without having to rely on countries 
whose relationship with us is by no 
means guaranteed. 

Kent has the chance to lead the 
way with these new developments, 
with a proposed coal-fired power sta¬ 
tion approved by Medway Council: 
the first built in the UK for 24 years. 

This week has also seen the 
Government giving the green light 
to a new generation of nuclear 
power stations. 

This means the local community 
who have long been strongly in 
favour of the proposed Dungeness C 
plant may get their wish, as will 
those who wish the country to have 
a stable source of power. 

The two decisions go hand in hand 
since, even if work started tomorrow 
on these projects, it would be at 


least 12 years before they would be 
producing electricity for the 
National Grid. 

Dungeness B expires in 2018, 
which would leave a two-year gap at 
least, resulting in a significant loss 
of energy production. 

That is why it is so important that 
we take decisive action, and quickly, 
and why I am wholeheartedly back¬ 
ing the latest proposals by the 
Government - something I do rarely. 

It is crazy for our country to be 
dependent on countries like Russia 
and those in the Middle East, with 
whom our diplomatic relations are 
by no means secure. 

Imagine the nightmare if we were 
held to ransom by them; our econo¬ 
my and daily lives threatened by 
the political whims of potentially 
hostile countries. 

These developments can also mean 
the end of the absurd proposals for 
wind farms on Romney Marsh and 
the offshore Thanet project. 

Staining the British coastline with 
giant windmills to produce electrici¬ 
ty is about as much use as breeding 
a giant hamster to run around the 
inside of the London Eye, but not 



nearly as attractive or entertaining. 

Denmark has invested heavily in 
wind farms and, as the Danes have 
found to their cost, their unreliabili¬ 
ty means that on a windy day they 
have to export much of the electrici¬ 
ty generated to neighbouring coun¬ 
tries, being unable to store it. 

For much of the remaining time, 
the Danes are compelled to buy the 
bulk of their electricity from those 
countries with a reliable supply - 
such as Germany. 

The EU has demanded that 20 per 
cent of our energy comes from 
renewable sources by 2020, but this 
is simply not going to happen. What 
would happen on a calm day? Do the 
lights go out across Europe? 

To secure our energy supply until 
engineering expertise brings some 
new innovation we need reliable 
domestic sources of electricity and 
this is why I welcome the nuclear 
and coal power stations. 

Because it seems clear to me: the 
answer is not blowing in the wind.

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Expansion plans rejected 
despite new jobs promise 


A MULTI-MILLION pound development at 
Kent Science Park which promised to create 
100 jobs has been dismissed by councillors. 

Park bosses described the decision as a 
“major disappointment” as it went against 
the advice of Swale council’s own technical 
experts. 

The proposal sought permission to build two 
technology buildings, one of 20,000 sq ft and 
the other of 15,000 sq ft, on the only undevel¬ 
oped plot within the existing site boundary in 
Sittingboume. 

Councillors rejected the application on the 
grounds of the possible impact on Ruins Barn 
Road - despite council officers recommending 
permission be granted. 

Andrew Bull, of LaSalle Investment 
Management, the company which runs the 
park, hit back at the council’s traffic concerns, 
saying the application went above and beyond 
the requirements set out by Kent Highway 
Services. 

The proposal promised to improve the 
30mph speed restriction signs, lay red tarmac 
incorporating the speed limit symbol and to 
enter the park into the Kent car share scheme. 

Mr Bull said: if We take the safety of local res¬ 


idents, visitors and those people employed at 
the park very seriously indeed and our con¬ 
sultants worked with the technical experts at 
KHS to come up with a solution to meet the 
requests of residents on Ruins Bam Road. 

“Obviously Swale council’s decision is a major 
disappointment as it contradicts the findings of 
the technical experts and the council’s own 
stated policies which support the expansion of 
Kent Science Park as a location for knowledge- 
based employment within the borough. 

“The decision threatens our ability to attract 
a further 100 new jobs to Swale, jobs that the 
borough badly needs. We will now need to 
reconsider the way forward.” 

Councillors also expressed a lack of confi¬ 
dence in the ability of the Kent car share 
scheme to reduce traffic levels. 

The Kent Science Park campus, one of the 
largest in the South East, offers high-specifica¬ 
tion, purpose-built laboratories and office space 
to serve the needs of expanding or mature 
technology companies. 

More than 80 firms engaged in activities as 
diverse as pharmaceutics, biotechnology and 
high-tech engineering are currently based at 
the site.

JOHN Humphrys has revealed 
how he feared former Kent MP 
Jonathan Aitken would ruin his 
career as a BBC presenter. 

The host of the Today programme said he 
was “terrified” he would be sacked from the 
corporation’s flagship show in 1995. 

Mr Aitken, who was then a Tory cabinet 
minister, had accused Mr Humphrys of 
“poisoning the well of democratic debate”. 

The newsman recalled the incident when 
he appeared on Radio 4’s Desert Island 
Discs this week. 

Kirsty Young, the presenter, asked him: 
‘What about that florid phrase of Jonathan 
Aitken’s that you were poisoning the well of 
democratic debate with your style of inter¬ 
viewing? What did you make of it?” 

Mr Humphrys said: “I was terrified at the 
time. I was phoned at home, I can remem¬ 
ber it ever so clearly as you can with impor¬ 
tant moments in your life. 

“My then boss phoned and said ‘look 
he’s made this speech and we think this is 
potentially rather serious’ and of course he 
was right. I actually thought my career, 
such as it was, had come to an end at the 
Today programme. 

“Because if others in the Cabinet had 
taken the same view and did not want to be 
interviewed by me, and that was the implied 
threat, a stated threat, in the Aitken speech, 
I couldn’t continue to present the Today pro¬ 
gramme, that would be an end to it. 

“And it wasn’t until the Monday when 
Ken Clarke, God bless him, and Douglas 
Hurd, God bless him, both got on to 
the Today programme and said 
‘Look, we’re not a part of this’. 

“And Ken Clarke actually went on 
to the World at One to say in effect 
that he thought Aitken had been 
talking rubbish that we realised it 
was going to swing into my favour. 

“Part of Aitken’s case against me 
was that I had interrupted Ken 
Clarke, I think he said 34 times in 
one short interview on the Today 
programme. 

“So when Ken next came in, I did 
hand him a calculator, and he 
looked at the calculator, and he was 
Chancellor of the Exchequer at the 
time of course, and he said ‘I never 
did figure out how to make one of 
these things work’.”

Mr Aitken, who was then the chief 
secretary to the Treasury, was later 
jailed in 1999 on charges of perjury 
and perverting the course of justice. 

This week, the former Thanet MP 
told Kent on Sunday: “What I 
accused John Humphrys of was poi¬ 
soning the well of political debate. 

Attacking 

“The reason I said that was noth¬ 
ing to do with any of his interview¬ 
ing on the Today programme. 

“It was to do with the fact he 
chaired a meeting in the House of 
Commons organised by the Labour 
Party of protesters against 
government policies. 


“Now, one thing an impartial pre¬ 
senter of the Today programme 
should not be doing is chairing a 
meeting organised by a political 
party - it doesn’t matter if it’s the 
Liberals or Conservatives - which 
has the purpose of attacking anoth¬ 
er political party. 

“That did upset the BBC and that 
is why they considered whether his 
position was sustainable or not.” 

Kent on Sunday put Mr Aitken’s 
comments to the BBC. The corpora¬ 
tion declined to comment.

Bhutto’s killing 
raises Pakistan 
security concern

A CONSERVATIVE MP from Kent 
has quizzed the Foreign Secretary on 
the security situation in Pakistan fol¬ 
lowing the killing of opposition leader 
Benazir Bhutto. 

Hugh Robertson, the MP for Faversham and Mid 
Kent, asked David Miliband if he was concerned 
that the assassins were able to get within killing 
distance of Mrs Bhutto during a political rally in 
Rawalpindi, which is a military garrison town. 

Mrs Bhutto, 54, was mortally wounded when a 
gunman opened fire at her convoy and then deto¬ 
nated a bomb, killing many of her supporters. 

Speaking in the House of Commons this week, Mr 
Robertson also asked the Foreign Secretary about 
the extent of militant influence over the Pakistan 
security forces. 

“Is he convinced that when carrying out his 
entirely laudable aim to increase co-operation on 
terrorism with the Pakistan security forces, any 
information would remain secure?” 

In response, Mr Miliband said: “Obviously 
I am concerned about the ability of terrorists to 
strike at the heart of Pakistan, not only on 
December 27, but in October when Mrs Bhutto 
returned to Pakistan. 

“However, I can assure the hon. Gentleman that 
we have full confidence that the counter-terrorism 
co-operation in which we are engaged with the 
Government of Pakistan is in the interests not only 
of Pakistan but of the UK, too.”

Dome hits number 
one with music fans

ONCE mocked as a white 
elephant and a colossal 
waste of money, the 
Millennium Dome is now 
the world’s busiest enter¬ 
tainment venue. 

It is just seven years since the 
huge building was an empty husk 
on the banks of the Thames, but 
now the rebranded 02 Arena is 
pulling in music fans by the tens of 
thousands. 

Since its reopening last summer, 
more than 1.2 million tickets have 
been sold to events including the 
Tutankhamun exhibition and mas¬ 
sive concerts by artists like Led 
Zeppelin, Prince, the Rolling Stones 
and the Spice Girls. 

Only two venues sold more tickets 
in 2007; Manchester’s MEN Arena 
(1.25m) and Madison Square 
Garden in New York (1.23m), but 
they were open all year, whereas the 
02 Arena only opened in June. 

Hall of Fame 

The dome is in Greenwich and is 
easily accessible from Kent. 

Among the attractions planned for 
2008 is a major pop music exhibition 
using state-of-the-art technology. 

It will chart popular music from 
the end of World War Two to the 
modern day and could include the 
country’s first ever-permanent Rock 
and Roll Hall of Fame. 

As well as containing memorabil¬ 
ia, the exhibition could include holo¬ 
grams of bands such as The Who 
and Led Zeppelin which would 
spring to life at the touch of a button. 

Visitors will also be able to down¬ 
load MP3 versions of classic songs 



onto their iPods or mobile phones as 
they move around the site. 

In 2008, there are a host of big 
name stars lined up to perform in 
the dome’s 20,000-seat arena, 
including Kylie Minogue, Celine 
Dion and Avril Lavigne. 

There are also rumours of a possi¬ 
ble residency by Michael Jackson in 
the autumn to mark the 25th 
anniversary of the release of his 
album Thriller. 

The venue cost nearly £800m to 
build, more than £600m of which 
came from National Lottery grants. 
It closed on December 31, 2000, and 
remained shut for much of the next 
six years at a reported cost of a mil¬ 
lion pounds a month. 

It was eventually sold to American 
billionaire Philip Anschutz’s AEG 
company and reopened as an all¬ 
round entertainment venue.

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Still no answers 
over death of D J

MYSTERY still surrounds the 
death of former Radio One DJ 
Kevin Greening. 

The popular DJ, who was bom in Kent, was 
found dead on the eve of his 45th birthday in 
Wandsworth, south London. 

Although his agent, Chris North, announced 
that Mr Greening had died “peacefully in his 
sleep”, Metropolitan Police then confirmed 
that a man in his 50s had been arrested. 

He was questioned on suspicion of supplying 
class A drugs and bailed until March. 

It has since been reported that Mr Greening 
died of a heart attack following a dangerous 
sex game and a cocktail of dmgs, including 
cocaine, ecstasy and the date rape drug GHB. 


An inquest was opened last Friday and 
adjourned until the results of his post mortem 
have been revealed. 

Mr Greening found fame when he co-hosted 
Radio One’s breakfast show with Zoe Ball in 
the late 1990s. 

The DJ, who went on to work for XFM, Jazz 
FM and Smooth Radio, has been described as 
one of the most creative broadcasters of his 
generation. 

Creative mind 

Radio One controller Andy Parfitt, a 
personal friend, praised him as a “warm and 
lovely person” with “a sharp creative mind”. 

He added: “Personally I have much to thank 
Kevin for, in moments of crisis Kevin would 
always be there, dependable and mature, 
anchoring the schedule. 

“Kevin worked hard at his craft, creating 
some great radio and enjoyed many successful 


years at Radio One - I respected him 
enormously.” 

He had a long-term partner, Andy Lowe. 

It was one of two possible drug-related 
deaths involving former BBC presenters in 
recent weeks. Natasha Collins, who appeared 
in the BBC children’s show See It Saw It, was 
found dead from a suspected cocaine overdose 
on January 3. 

Her boyfriend, SMart presenter Mark 
Speight, was arrested on suspicion of murder 
and supplying a class A drug. He was 
questioned and released on bail, but police 
have since confirmed he is no longer a murder 
suspect having deemed her death “not 
suspicious”. However, the exact cause of death 
has not been confirmed.

Big names demand end 
of blasphemy legislation 


GEORGE Carey, the former 
Archbishop of Canterbury, and David 
Starkey, the TV historian who lives 
in Kent, are among those calling for 
a repeal of Britain’s blasphemy law. 

They say the offence of blasphemy 
serves no useful purpose other than 
to allow partisan organisations or 
well-funded individuals to try to 
censor broadcasters or intimidate 
small theatres, print media or 
publishers. 

“Far from protecting public order - 


for which other laws are more suited 
- it damages social cohesion,” they 
wrote in a letter to the Telegraph this 
week. 

“It is discriminatory in that it only 
covers attacks on Christianity and 
Church of England tenets and thus 
engenders an expectation among 
other religions that their sensibilities 
should also be protected by the 
criminal law (as with the attempt to 
charge Salman Rushdie) and a sense 
of grievance among minority 


religions that they do not benefit 
from their own version of such a law,” 
it adds. 

The letter is co-signed by others 
including Shami Chakrabarti, the 
director of Liberty, the author Philip 
Pullman, the satirist Sir Jonathan 
Miller and the actor and comedian 
Ricky Gervais. 

They are backing a campaign by 
cross-party MPs to scrap the 
blasphemy laws in the Criminal 
Justice Bill.

Fit for purpose? 

EVEN the Government has admitted there 
are people on incapacity benefit who should 
be fit to go to work. 

The Tories say it is around 200,000 of the 
2.6 million currently claiming, and both 
have unveiled plans for dealing with them. 

Reform of the system is clearly needed, 
especially as the number of migrant 
workers in the job market shows there is no 
shortage of employment. 

Most hard-working families will welcome 
efforts to get more able-bodied people into 
work, but it must be handled humanely. 

However, it should be remembered that 
most claimants are genuinely incapable of 
returning to work, and not all disabilities 
are immediately obvious. 

Whichever way the system is reformed, real 
effort must be made to ensure the genuinely 
needy don’t fall through the cracks. 

Follow the cash

SMOKING can have a devastat¬ 
ing effect on the lungs, but it can 
play havoc with the skin too.

more likely to get the skin condition than 
those who never smoked. Broken down, the 
increased risk for light to medium smokers 
was 20 per cent and medium to heavy smok¬ 
ers increased their risk by 60 per cent. 

Around two per cent of the UK population 
suffer from the recurrent skin condition, 
which is caused by an acceleration of skin cell 
production.

The eyes have it 


TELL-TALE puffiness around 
the eyes can give away a burn¬ 
ing the candle at both ends 
lifestyle, but there is plenty you 
can do to help.

TRYING to lose weight is 
hopeless if you comfort eat. 
But now a panel of experts 
is on hand to help with the 
psychological reasons we 
feel the urge to pig out. 

The Diet Freedom website, which 
has just been launched, encourages 
healthy eating instead of dieting.

Don’t get me wrong, I loved this VW Polo- 
based bargain for its robust, dependable 
and practical attributes and it drove well - 
the diesel vRS hatchback was a stunner. 

But it did not charm the eye as much as 
the replacement that arrived last year, 
and is now given a style tweak with the 
arrival of the new Sport model - a lively vRS 
version of this is surely imminent.

The Sport’s debut has been followed 
quickly by an all-new and actually rather 
neat Fabia Estate - a description that could 
not be applied to its awkward predecessor. 

Significantly, it also improves on its load 
lugging ability; the new estate is 7mm 
longer and offers 42mm more headroom, 
which this helps towards a 235-litre 
increase to 1,460 litres in ultimate capaci¬ 
ty with the rear seats folded. 

The estate goes on sale on February 7 
from £9,360 and is available with six choic¬ 
es of power including diesels and Fabia 1, 


2, and 3 trim levels, with ‘2’ (from £10,470) 
likely to be favourite as it brings alloys, 
upgraded audio, air-con, electrically heat¬ 
ed and adjustable door mirrors, remote 
central locking and roof rails. 

The new Fabia Sport hatchback (from 
£10,660) arrives this month and, while it is 
joint flagship for the hatch line-up along¬ 
side the Fabia, appears better value as well 
as looking slick, with its deep and sculpted 
front spoiler, 16-inch alloys, boot spoiler, 
chrome exhaust and rear diffuser. 

Interior trimming and style is also 
upweighted and Skoda claims that buyers 
benefit from up to £1,825 of fittings, but 
effectively pay half price for them.

Seat’s marketing blurb bangs on about this 
all-wheel drive MPV or people carrier bringing 
the brand’s ‘Auto Emotion’ buzzwords to a new 
category - the ‘crossover’ family car. 

Which it does, except that the pseudo-off- 
roader rainwear it has been forced to wear are 
a clumsy disguise for a truly sporting MPV 
that is a joy to drive. 



I’m sure the 4x4 system and extra ride height 
(4cm) allows the car to function as well as most 
conventional SUV (sports utility vehicle) rivals 
in muddy fields and other ‘soft-roader’ situa¬ 
tions - not that I was able to test this - but I 
wonder if it really needs the extra dressing. 

Admittedly, reverting to standard Altea XL 
bodywork beneath the bolt on ‘off-road’ mould¬ 
ing, risks people calling it something like the 
‘Altea quattro’ - perhaps Audi chiefs insisted 
on the disguise?

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So, this sleek MPV - and let’s face it, those are 
rare - looks like a racehorse in a duffel coat. 

If you like what you read about the rest of 
the car though and want to buy one, go for a 
dark colour to blend with the matt plastic add¬ 
ons better than the ‘wide awake’ yellow of our 
test car. 

This hue is an unofficial Seat trademark and 
looks fantastic on the Leon Cupra sporting 
hatch flagship we also tested recently - but 
not on the Freetrack 4. 

Stretched 

Enough moaning about the Freetrack’s dress 
sense though and more about what it does 
cany off well: for a start, you get the 19cms 
extra length of the stretched or XL Altea and 
60/40 split/folding sliding rear seats for more 
internal flexibility and boot/load space. 

The car seats five well and though extra 
ride height gives everyone an even better 
view out, it is not at the expense of handling; 
thanks to the 4x4, the loftier Freetrack right¬ 
ly feels even more secure on the bends than 
its ‘standard’ sisters. A tidy six-speed manual 
gearshift and communicative steering aids 
and abets the sporty feel. 

Both engine options fit Seat’s commit¬ 
ment to built-in sportiness and the tur¬ 




bocharged 198bhp 2.0-litre petrol model 
looks tempting with its 0-62mph of just 7.5 
seconds to partner the Freetrack’s all-wheel 
drive security. 

However, the 168bhp 2.0-litre turbodiesel of 
the test car mixes good sense as well as per¬ 
formance; you get loads of low-down power to 
apply across the 4x4 set-up and still get a 
lively 8.7-second sprint time, while saving 
25-30 per cent on fuel. 

As usual with Seat, the interior fails to 
match the dynamic lines or even colours of the 



exterior, but is well arranged and robust. 

Equipment levels are lavish, including pre¬ 
mium eight-speaker MP3 compatible sound 
system with steering wheel controls, DVD 
player and screen for the kids in the back, full 
complement of airbags, 17-inch alloys and 
chrome roof rails and exhaust trim. 

Mind you, there is a £3,000 premium for the 
Freetrack over the nearest equivalent Altea 
XL and I wonder how much is down to the 
‘moustache’ intended to disguise a hot 4x4 
people carrier.

Hotel takeover first step in 
GSE’s new business strategy

A MULTI-MILLION pound deal is 
set to give Hythe’s impressive and 
iconic Imperial Hotel a new lease 
of life - and put a major Kent con¬ 
struction and development group 
on a new path. 

GSE Cheriton Parc, the property investment 
arm of GSE Group based in Ashford, has just 
taken over the 100-room, four-star hotel and it 
has big plans for the future. 

Nicholas Dowling, GSE Group’s director of 
development, said: if We are going to look at 
some more development opportunities on 
some of the brown field sites, all depending, of 
course, on planning applications. 

“The hotel has been less than loved over the 
last two or three years. We aim to invest a sub¬ 
stantial amount of capital to bring the hotel to 
the standard at which it should be, and to 
train the staff up to a level of service we, and 
they, would like to see - the staff are very keen 
to move forward.” 

He added it was “important to improve the 
facilities in and around the hotel and the qual¬ 
ity of the Hythe urban area”. 

Buying the Imperial, he said, was “our first 
step beyond the construction area and purely 
commercial development. It’s a big, brave 
move for us and we’re very confident”. 

The firm’s new strategic vision comes after 
clinching the deal to take over the hotel from 
Q Hotels, which in turn had taken it over 
about a year ago in a block of about a dozen

hotels from the company Marston Hotels. 

Q Hotels had never hidden the fact it want¬ 
ed to sell the hotel, built in the late Victorian 
era as a flagship coastal hotel for a railway 
company, and it went on the market last April. 
GSE carried out negotiations from then until 
November when the ink went on the paper. 

The Royal Bank of Scotland’s (RBS) South 
East Corporate Property team provided a siz¬ 
able funding package of around 70 per cent to 
Cheriton Parc and the firm bankrolled the 
rest. 

GSE is a diverse group whose main activi¬ 


ties are building and civil engineering. 

The original core groundworks business was 
started around 20 years ago, by major British 
superbikes sponsor Darrell Healey, who is still 
the boss. 

It has grown through acquisition into a £40 
million turnover buiness with some 500 staff 
and a significant presence in Kent providing a 
comprehensive portfolio of skills and services 
to the building, civil engineering and con¬ 
struction sectors in the South East. 

Nicki Malone, director of RBS’s South East 
corporate property team and relationship 


director John Morley worked closely with 
Terry Foreman, GSE group finance director, to 
arrange the financial package. 

GSE, which has just under 200 acres of 
development and commercial land including 
the hotel in Kent, said the acquisition of 
Imperial represents the first step in a new 
era. The hotel will be operated by Accor Hotels 
UK through its Mercure brand. 

The Imperial has both landscaped gardens 
and sea views and boasts a well-equipped spa, 
together with other leisure facilities including 
a nine-hole, 18-tee golf course, together with 
some of the largest function and conferencing 
facilities in the area. 

Terry Foreman, group finance director of 
GSE Group, praised the RBS team. 

He said: “Once again the team was able to 
respond to our needs, both in terms of working 
to a tight completion deadline and producing 
a facility that matched our medium to long¬ 
term plans, for which I am grateful.” 

Nicki Malone said: “The hotel acquisition 
represents the next stage in the strategic 
development of GSE. We are delighted to con¬ 
tinue our long-standing support through this 
purchase and I look forward to seeing the 
hotel enjoy future success.”

Tough times 
predicted for 
the economy 


A RETURN to building family 
houses, trouble for retailers and a 
nervous economy are among the 
predictions for this year being made 
by some of Kent’s senior business 
figures. 

Some of the leading figures in housing, travel, 
healthcare, science, accountancy and banking 
have shared their forecasts - and it looks 
as though it’s going to get worse before it 
gets better. 

According to Peter Randall, managing direc¬ 
tor of countywide RPC Land and New Home, 
the next 12 months will see a reversal of the 
property market trends of this year. 

Mr Randall said: “This year the market has 
been quite tough for developers, but they are still 
very hungry for land and desperate to purchase 
good sites and that will continue into 2008 and 
beyond. The new homes market started well 
and then slowed down. I expect that to change 
around in 2008 with perhaps a slow start fol¬ 
lowed by an upturn later in the year. 

Disposable income 

“There is also a growing trend in some parts 
of the county for planners to look for more fam¬ 
ily housing, reversing the trend over the past 
few years for higher density developments such 
as flats. I would expect developers to follow suit 
and look to provide more two, three and four- 
bedroom properties.” 

John Moore, partner at Maidstone-based 
DSH Chartered Accountants and Business 
Advisors, said it will be difficult to find the “feel 
good factor” in the 2008 economy. 

He said: “The retail sector will be particularly 
hard hit by tighter credit controls when fixed- 
rate mortgage borrowers are hit by increased 
repayments when re-mortgaging, leaving less 
disposable income. 

“Thanks to the proposed changes to the capi- 
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tal gains tax regime we are likely to see a large 
number of mature businesses cashing in their 
tax advantageous indexation allowances and 
taper relief in the first quarter. Companies 
should remember that when the trading envi¬ 
ronment is tough, less disciplined businesses 
will fold, leaving those with acumen and ability 
a greater share of the market.” 

Paul Saunders, managing partner at 
Clydesdale Bank’s financial solutions centre in 
Maidstone, said the economy will remain in a 
nervous state until the Northern Rock situation 
is resolved and confidence in the US economy 
returns. 

He said: “There are many companies across 
Kent who are well placed to weather any down¬ 
turn.” 

Julie Michalski, a partner at Chislehurst- 
based Maitland Medical, said new legislation 
will make occupational health programmes a 
necessity for most businesses. 

He said: “Companies of all sizes can optimise 
their employee attendance levels with pro¬ 
grammes tailored to meet their needs and it 
makes clear business sense to do so. 

“Additionally, the value of expert and defend- 
able medico-employment advice cannot be 
underestimated in increasingly regulated and 
litigious times.” 

James Speck, the recently appointed site 
director at Kent Science Park in Sittingboume, 
said quality will always shine through, regard¬ 
less of the state of the economy. 

He added: “In the short time that I’ve been at 
the park I’ve been very impressed with the 
technologies being developed here and the out¬ 
look for the companies behind them is very opti¬ 
mistic, especially if investor confidence remains 
and the Government promotes the growth the 
UK’s scientific community.” 


Things will 
get better - 
just not yet 



BUSINESS in Kent is heading for a bumpy 
ride this year, but expect a smoother mn in 
2009. That’s the essential message from 
current trends in the world’s economy. But 
no-one can say for sure - so it’s for 
companies and organisations to face up to 
realities and adopt the right strategies. 

There is a credit crunch - and so borrow¬ 
ing will be difficult for everyone, certainly 
for the first six months, the experts tell us. 

That usually means companies and firms 
will be dipping into their reserves rather 
than taking out loans when launching 
capital-intensive projects. If reserves aren’t 
high, they’ll postpone the projects. 

Banks are going through a very rough 
patch, but remember a number of them 
still have good reserves built up from those 
big profits we are all fond of complaining 
about in the better times. 

It may be that cash-strapped firms go 
knocking at the doors of private equity 
groups, but their lending conditions are 
tough and that’s not always welcome. 

The pound has been relatively weak 
against the euro, so exporting is a 
major bet. This is where the good 
companies get going - every firm should 
wear marketing, including sales and 
promotion, on its sleeve. 

People will continue to spend, but not so 
much as they ring fence their mortgage 
and credit card repayments, so car and 
white goods salepeople, and many pubs 
and restaurants, will have to work harder 
and smarter. 

The good news for Kent is that money 
is being pumped into the Thames 
Gateway project, and, of course, the 
Olympics project nearby, and Ashford has 
been pinpointed as another national 
growth node. 

There are lots of developments taking 
place around the county, so let’s look for¬ 
ward to even more appropriate projects - 
and I look forward to reporting on them.

Europe’s highest flying beer export 

- and puts its Faversham-based 
brewer Shepherd Neame firmly in 
the cockpit to celebrate its 310th 
birthday this year. 

The 4.5 per cent ABV premium beer fought 
off stiff competition to scoop the EU Protected 
Food Name Exporter of the Year accolade at 
the Food from Britain Exports Awards ceremo¬ 
ny in London last month. 

This makes Spitfire, which was originally 
brewed in 1990 to commemorate the 50th 
anniversary of the Battle of Britain, one of the 
nation’s most internationally recognised beers 

- even in Germany. 

Shepherd Neame says its flagship beer has 
fans right across the world, accounting for 3.7 
million pints a year in more than 20 countries 
from Sweden to Japan, Australia, Canada, 
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Hong Kong and Russia - and it has just 
become an improbable favourite in Italy. 

A company spokesman said: “It has recently 
developed a keen customer base in Italy - a 
huge achievement given the traditionally 
patriotic attitude of the Italians towards food.” 

Unique 

Spitfire - advertising motto ‘No Fokker comes 
close’ - holds an EU Protected Geographical 
Indication, the same regional produce protection 
given to Parma ham and Champagne. 

Shepherd Neame export manager Nick 
Harding said: “We’re so pleased to have won 
this prestigious award. A great deal of effort 
goes into protecting the unique provenance of 
Spitfire Ale. 

“It is made using only locally sourced hops 


and barley and water from the brewery’s own 
artesian well. 

‘We shall to go on flying the flag for British pro¬ 
duce internationally for many years to come.” 

Spitfire, which is made using three Kent- 
grown hop varieties - Target, First Gold and 
East Kent Goldings - is a UK top 10 premium 
cask ale and a top five premium bottle ale 
brand. It won a gold medal and was named best 
strong cask-conditioned beer of the world at the 
Brewing Industry International Awards cere¬ 
mony in 1994, and other awards since then. 

Shepherd Neame, the nation’s oldest brewery 
founded in 1698, sells Spitfire in bottles, cans 
and on draught. It is sold in most of the brew¬ 
ery’s around 270 Kent pubs - the company has 
a total of 375 pubs in the South East. 

Food from Britain, the market development 
network for British food and drink companies, 
helps build UK and international business.

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Talks focus on climate 
change and commerce 


TWO important conferences are 
earmarked for Kent next month — 
and both deal with major commer¬ 
cial-environmental issues facing 
everyone in the county. 

The Kent branch of the Campaign to Protect 
Rural England (CPRE Kent) is holding a 
major conference to raise awareness of how 
climate change may have an impact on every¬ 
one across the county 

CPRE members, MPs, councillors and busi¬ 
ness people are being asked to give their com¬ 
ments and views on the issue or just to lend 
support at events and talks which CPRE Kent 
aims to stage each year, starting with this con¬ 
ference.

Switch energy supply and save money 


KENT small businesses are being 
urged to consider switching utility 
providers to make savings on rock¬ 
eting gas and electricity bills. 

The Forum of Private Business 
(FPB) says owners of small busi¬ 
nesses do not often take the oppor¬ 
tunity to change suppliers. 

When Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, Alistair Darling, wrote 
to energy regulator Ofgem demand¬ 
ing an explanation over the sudden 
price hikes, Ofgem replied that cus¬ 
tomers will simply switch suppliers 
to punish companies that put up 
prices following a rise in the price of 
crude oil. 

FPB - which offers average sav¬ 
ings of £1,250 a year through its 
partnership with Utility Options, a 


service that searches for the best 
gas and electricity prices and is free 
to FPB members - said small busi¬ 
nesses should do just that. 

Utility Options’ managing director 
Colin Beake estimates that, taken 
together, FPB members pay more 
than £1,500,000 more per year than 
they need to for their energy supply. 

“This is because electricity and 
gas supply is always on tap and so 
most members make the excuse 
that they are too busy to get to grips 
with the problem.” 

Last year, the gas and electricity 
watchdog energywatch revealed 
many small businesses were dissat¬ 
isfied with the service provided by 
the six big electricity suppliers, 
none of which received even a ‘sat¬ 


isfactory rating in a survey of more 
than 2,400 small firms across the 
UK, carried out by research agency 
Accent. 

Inaccurate billing, infrequent 
meter reading, a lack of information, 
slow responses to complaints, pres¬ 
sure from suppliers and the appar¬ 
ent lack of skills and experience dis¬ 
played by their staff were among 
key issues for smaller firms. 

Of those respondents who were 
dissatisfied with their bills, more 
than half cited inaccuracy as their 
primary concern, with estimated 
meter readings the main culprit. 

The FPB was formed in 1977 and 
fights on behalf of private businesses. 
It represents approximately 25,000 
UK-based businesses.

Learn on the way up to deal on the way down ^j 


For nearly two decades the economy has enjoyed a 
period of stability and growth. However, it looks 
increasingly likely that over the next 12 months, the 
UK will experience some sort of slowdown. 

Numerous surveys have told us that UK business confidence and 
retail sales are at the lowest levels since November 2005, stock 
market volatility has all but knocked the stuffing out of the markets 
and the credit crunch is heading our way according to the 
economists. 

That doesn’t necessarily mean that businesses in Kent need to 
panic unduly, but equally, it would be wrong for everyone to assume 
that everything in the economic garden will be rosy. The real 
questions that have to asked is how prepared are Kent’s company 
directors if the economy does plunge into decline; could they cope, 
and rather than waiting for something to happen and then simply 
fire fighting, should they be turning their attention to readying their 
business for what lies ahead? 


Having agreed that the economy has been relatively stable for the 
past 15 years, it would therefore dictate that a senior management 
team aged between 40-50 years old wouldn’t have been company 
leaders 15-20 years ago and as such will not have the experience 
of running a business in an economic downturn. 

The more experienced managers will tell you that preparation is 
key. If you know what to do and how to act in planned for 
situations, then the experience will not be as stressful for you as it 
may be for others. 

One of the first things affected by an economic downturn is 
cashflow. Cashflow is the lifeblood of any business; and poor 
cashflow management is one of the main reasons for business 
failure in the UK every year. It’s hard to remember a period in the 
UK when access to capital was as readily available as it has been 
over the past few years. But being able to manage working capital 
now that the banks are beginning to tighten their belts and starting 
to say no, is crucially important. It is at this point when areas of the 
company that are underperforming need to be scrutinised. 


Being open to the disposal of non performing parts of the business, 
reducing costs and finding a strategic joint venture partner with the 
right skills-set needed to breath life back into the company are 
important to the survival of any business in trouble during an 
economic decline - but if the management team are unable to 
recognise the need for this, more pertinent questions such as ‘does 
the company need new management in order to survive?’ need to 
be addressed. 

Viewing life through rose-tinted glasses isn’t necessarily a fault, but 
by preparing for the worst, senior management can only be better 
prepared when the time comes to buckle down for the sake of 
business survival.

Mental well-being 
of staff is vital for 
mindful employers 


SICKNESS and absence due to 
stress at work is becoming an 
increasingly worrying issue for 
businesses, not just in terms of

Mindful Employer was launched as a net¬ 
work of local employers in Exeter, in 2004, to 
help local businesses deal with increasing 
problems around sickness absence and 
stress; it helps change attitudes and cultural 
misconceptions concerning the loss of indi¬ 
vidual mental well-being, but more impor¬ 
tantly for you, the focus is on being able to 
still deliver your business under these pres¬ 
sures. 



By highlighting the Mindful Employer ini¬ 
tiative in Kent we are supporting a call to 
action for local employers to set up local net¬ 
works to get together to support each other in 
better understanding the issues that cause 
stress or loss of mental well-being. 

It has been the case that in Devon busi¬ 
nesses that experienced high absences due 
to sickness and stress due to loss of mental 
well-being have been able to deal positively 
with the problem and ensure the business 
remains viable throughout these difficult 
times. 

Being a Mindful Employer means taking the 
initiative yourself and with colleagues, like- 
minded businesses (and specialist support if 
needed) put in place the sustainable infra¬ 
structure, for example, forums and help 
groups, that can in turn provide training and 
give support through hands-on practical 
experience to other businesses experiencing 
problems in terms of mental health. 

By understanding and facing up to mental 
health issues, businesses are better able to 
address their own requirements for better 
staff retention and a healthier workforce.

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Property sector will 
ride difficult times

The Bank of England’s decision to 
leave interest rates on hold at 5.5 
per cent this month has been met 
with disappointment particularly 
by property developers, investors 
and mortgage holders who had 
been looking for a per cent reduc¬ 
tion with further cuts to follow. 

In fact, most market analysts had 
plumped for there being no change expect¬ 
ing the Bank to take time out to look at the 
extent of the economic slowdown in the UK 
and to consider inflationary pressures, such 
as the rise in the price of oil to levels in 
excess of $100 per barrel and a general 
increase in energy prices sparked by moves 
taken last week by energy operators such as 
npower. 

One of the UK sectors that was most eager¬ 
ly anticipating a reduction was commercial 
property, a stellar performer in recent years, 
but now under pressure as the aftershocks of 
sub-prime mortgages and the wider credit 
crunch ripple outwards. 

Property values in general were overinflat¬ 
ed after a period of double-digit growth on the 


back of cheap credit and a wave of optimism. 

Over the last few months Central London 
office space has suffered badly, while the retail 
sector and retail warehouses have slumped by 
more than 30 per cent in capital value 
with more vacant shops now coming on to 
agents’ books. 

At the same time, investment funds special¬ 
ising in the commercial property sector have 
had to dig into cash reserves and in some 
cases suspend individuals from withdrawal. 

Blip 

But what of Kent and is the pinch being felt 
so tightly at home? 

Like the rest of the UK there has been slip¬ 
page in values, but sentiment remains reason¬ 
ably upbeat. 

John Cowie, associate at Harrisons 


Chartered Surveyors, said he is still receiving 
inquiries from across the whole property spec¬ 
trum, adding that “historically the property 
market has dropped and bounced back... I 
don’t think this blip is any different”. 

Paul Appelt at Atrium Chartered Surveyors 
in Ashford, which acts for the land owner of 
the prestigious Orbital Park development, 
said: “Over the past two or three years values 
have doubled and it is unlikely to stop there 
given the scarcity of development sites.” 

The Kent Property Market Report produced 
at the end of2007 highlighted some key devel¬ 
opments in the county that continue to per¬ 
form well and the regeneration opportunities 
the report considers, including Kent 
Thameside and the launch of Ebbsfleet sta¬ 
tion remain extremely positive. 

Hotel chains have been busy within the 


county with major refurbishments reported at 
the Ashford International, the Ramada Jarvis 
in Maidstone, the Holiday Inn in Ashford and 
the Marriott, Tudor Park, as well as the open¬ 
ing of the Ramada Encore in Chatham and 
the Holiday Inn Express in Minster, near 
Ramsgate. 

So despite external factors, there are good 
reasons to remain positive about prospects for 
the sector in Kent. 

Paul Appelt added: “Total returns on all 
three sectors (industrial, offices and retail) are 
expected to be subdued in 2008, but despite 
the nervousness in the various financial mar¬ 
kets, we have seen little effect on the commer¬ 
cial property sector to date and we continue to 
have faith that the UK’s economic conditions 
appear robust and the occupier market will be 
largely unaffected.”

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CONTROVERSY: Mark Benson 


Tangled up 
in race row 

TWO former Kent cricketers were at the 
centre of controversy in the much-maligned 
second Test match between Australia and 
India in Sydney. 

Former Kent captain Mark Benson was 
under fire for several umpiring decisions 
during the game, while all-rounder Andrew 
Symonds, who played for the county from 
1999-2004, was at the centre of a race row 
between the two sides. 

While India were batting in the game last 
week, it was alleged that India’s Harbhajan 
Singh called Symonds a “monkey’ which 
earned the spinner a three-match ban from 
the International Cricket Council. 

The incident has been the focus of the 
national media throughout the week after 
India threatened to end their tour of Aus¬ 
tralia if Harbhajan’s ban was not rescind¬ 
ed. India’s management also complained 
about Benson and fellow umpire Steve 
Bucknor - who was later axed from stand¬ 
ing in the Third Test. 

Media spotlight 

David Fulton played with both Benson 
and Symonds for Kent and he believes the 
issue has clouded what has been a fascinat¬ 
ing series. 

He said: “I played with [Benson] early in 
my career as a player and he was a pretty 
unflappable character. He has come in for 
some stick, but he is a good umpire and just 
like players, officials can make mistakes. It 
would be a shame if some umpires were 
ruined because of the media spotlight.” 

Fulton captained Symonds during his spell 
at the St Lawrence Ground, but although the 
Australian all-rounder has come in for a lot 
of criticism for his behaviour in the match, 
Fulton has defended his former colleague. 

He said: “I do not think in fairness to 
Andrew Symonds that he wanted to make 
anything of what happened. 

“He is an in-your-face type of cricketer 
who is abrasive and I think he saw Harba- 
jhan pat Brett Lee on the backside and he 
didn’t like what he saw. 

“There were a number of times that we 
played together and there would be things 
said on the pitch, but it is very unlike him 
to complain about something. It sounds like 
Ricky Ponting has gone to the umpire to 
report what has happened. 

“Symo gives as good as he gets, but what 
happens on the field stays on the field.” 


Hawkins’ hopes to become a Master 


BARRY Hawkins has one eye 
on joining snooker’s elite and 
getting his name on the famous 
trophy as he begins an assault 
on the Masters today. 

The 28-year-old from Dartford, 
begins his campaign to win one of 
snooker’s biggest prizes against 
Ryan Day this evening and has 
high hopes of making an impact. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I’m 
obviously going there trying to 
win it, you have to go there with 
that frame of mind. 

“It would be brilliant to be up 
there next Sunday lifting the tro¬ 
phy, but there is a long way to go 
before then. It’s a really impor¬ 
tant tournament, massive really 
because there is a lot of interest 
and prestige surrounding it. 

“Another good run and it’s all 
good for my confidence and get¬ 
ting my career back on track.” 

The 28-year-old dropped out of 
the game’s top 16 last year after 
a disappointing season, so he 
needed to win a qualifying tour¬ 


nament in September just to 
make it to Wembley. 

He beat the experienced Nigel 
Bond and exciting young 
prospect Jamie Cope en route to 
the victory in Sheffield. 

Hawkins said: “The win was a 
good confidence boost as there 
were a lot of good players in the 
tournament. It was probably the 
kick-start to my season, since 
then I have played more consis¬ 
tently than last year.” 

As a qualifier, the world number 
30 must come through a wild card 
match against Day if he is to make 
the first round proper. A match 
against 2002 World Champion 
Peter Ebdon awaits the winner. 

The match has more at stake 
than usual because Hawkins 
and Day have the same manag¬ 
er and away from the table, they 
are good friends. 

The Masters is the only big 
snooker tournament in the south 
and the Kent player thinks the 
London crowd will give him the 


edge against the Welshman. 

He said: “I will have a few 
friends and family going and as I 
am a local lad, hopefully there 
might be a few people backing me. 

“It would be lovely if we could 
have a few more tournaments in 
the south. Wembley is normally 
quite well supported so I don’t 
see why there are not more com¬ 
petitions in the area.” 

Hawkins was last in action in 
December when he enjoyed an 
eventful rim in the UK Champi¬ 
onships. In a remarkable first 
round match against Ali Carter, 
he came from 8-3 down to win 9- 
8, before losing by the same 
score to Cope. 

He said: “It was amazing that 
sort of thing only happens once or 
twice in your career. I just hung in 
there, afterwards I was exhausted 
because it was so draining. 

“The win gave me great confi¬ 
dence, so hopefully I can go 
there and play well at Wembley 
this week.”

Kids get skills boost 

Pilot scheme will nurture future talent 


KENT has been included in a Foot¬ 
ball Association pilot scheme 
aimed at improving the technical 
ability of youngsters aged 5-11 
across the country. 

The FA Tesco Skills Programme is a project 
put together by Sir Trevor Brooking with a 
long term view of improving the men’s and 
women’s international teams of the future. 

Kent is one of 12 counties piloting the 
scheme, with the objective of improving the 
technical ability of 5-11 year olds and the over¬ 
all quality of the national game by nurturing a 
new generation of skilful players. 

Skill Centres have been introduced in the 
county at Dartford’s Princes Park, Armstrong 
Hockey Club in Maidstone and Canterbury 
High School, while a new centre is planned for 
Deal in February. 

The FA have appointed 66 specially trained 
coaches from 1,200 applicants, who are all for¬ 
mer men’s and women’s internationals, ex- 
Premier League players, current internation¬ 
als and experts in child development and foot¬ 
ball coaching.

Although Kent has been assigned four skills 
coaches to work with the youngsters, only two 
of those are from the county as there were a 
lack of top quality coaches with the necessary 
qualifications and experience. 

Joe Tinker, 22, has coached at both Manches¬ 
ter United and Derby County and is one of 
those coaches recruited to work in the county. 

Encourage 

He told Kent on Sunday the county was 
most likely identified as one to pilot the proj¬ 
ect because there is only one League side in 
the area. 

Despite this, he feels talent among young¬ 
sters in the county is good and the new coach¬ 
ing regime will help encourage the players to 
be more comfortable on the ball. 

He said: “I think coaching has been too rigid 
in the past, based around line drills with chil¬ 
dren sitting out and not having decisions to 
make. They often dribble around cones, which 
doesn’t happen in a game, so we try and put 
them in game situations where they have to 


make decisions themselves. 

“The standard among the children we have 
worked with has been really good. A lot of peo¬ 
ple avoid working with 5-11 year olds and pre¬ 
fer to work with older kids or adults, but you 
would be really surprised with how intelligent 
they are. There are some really good kids com¬ 
ing through.” 

The coaches have also been working along¬ 
side Gillingham and Charlton’s football in the 
community projects and interlinking with the 
Kent County FA. 

Another part of the remit of the programme 
is to work with Charter Standard clubs, which 
are those identified by the FA as those that 
achieve national standards, to provide ses¬ 
sions and help coaches and volunteers for up 
to 20 grassroots clubs across the county. 

The programme is scheduled to run for three 
years and depending on its success, it could be 
rolled out across the country and opened up to 
12-16 year olds.

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Corry’s farewell 

Forward steps down to focus on club career

MARTIN Corry described his 
decision to turn down a 
chance to play for England in 
the Six Nations Champi¬ 
onship as “hugely difficult”. 

The former Tunbridge Wells schoolboy 
confirmed this week the 64th cap he won 
in October’s World Cup Final was his 
last appearance in the national shirt. 

Corry told Kent on Sunday: “It is a 
hugely difficult decision because I 
never thought I would say no to playing 
for England, but there comes a time 
when I can’t do everything. If I want to 
keep on playing at the standards I set 
myself then there has got to be a bit of 
give somewhere.” 

The 34-year-old delayed the decision 
until the New Year because he wanted 
to discuss his intentions with the 
national coaches. England head coach 
Brian Ashton’s future in the post was 
not cleared up until just before Christ¬ 
mas, so Corry waited until this week to 
go public with his decision. 

Transition 

While he was tempted to sign off after ® 
this year’s Six Nations Championship, 
the forward felt the time was right to call 
it a day. 

He said: “I’m not going to be around for 
the next World Cup, England are going 
through a transition and I told my family 
I wasn’t going to tour again. 

“Also the Six Nations puts a lot of pres¬ 
sure on clubs. Leicester Tigers have been 
fantastic to me for 10 years so this is me 
giving something back to them.” 

Corry wants to continue playing for 
Leicester until summer 2009, although he 
thinks the final season of his lengthy career 
will be spent nurturing the club’s young 
players rather than playing every game. 

The versatile forward made his debut in 
the 1997 summer tour to Argentina, going 
on to appear in three World Cups and cap¬ 
taining the side 14 times. 

He said: “I have had some tremendous 
highs and I have had some lows as well, 
but even with the lows it has been fantas¬ 
tic. 

“As a kid I always dreamed of playing for 



England, so my first cap in 1997 was some¬ 
thing incredible and captaining the side for 
the first time against Italy was also a spe¬ 
cial moment.” 

Corry joins Lawrence Dallaglio, Mike 
Catt and Jason Robinson as experienced 
players retiring from the England team. A 
similar situation happened in 2003 after 
the last World Cup, when Martin Johnson, 
Neil Back and Will Greenwood were among 
the big names choosing to go out on a high. 

In the aftermath of so many retirements 
England’s results suffered for years, but 
Corry believes history is not about to 
repeat itself. 

He said: “I don’t think it is a massive 
loss. There is some experience which has 
gone but in terms of the players coming 
through, everything looks rosy. We have 
quality players coming through and some 
very exciting youngsters. 

‘Where England have perhaps failed in 
recent years is not giving the youngsters a 
go but more importantly sticking with 
them. 


“The most important thing for Brian 
Ashton to do is to find the core of his team 
and stick with it.” 

Once he hangs up his boots for good next 
year, Corry wants to stay involved in 
rugby. While a high-profile coaching role 
does not appeal, it could mean he is seen 
more regularly around Tunbridge Wells. 
Most of his immediate family still live in 
the area and he still has ties to the town’s 
rugby club. 

He said: “I will be looking to come down 
there more now as I don’t have my inter¬ 
national commitments. 

“I never say never but I think the pres¬ 
sure and the volatility of the coaching 
market puts me off. I will probably be 
looking for something more stable, 
although I don’t know what that would be 
at the moment. I would certainly like to 
continue in rugby in some way, maybe jun¬ 
ior coaching.” 
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Cup highlight for outgoing Kent chairman 


KENT chairman Carl Openshaw said the 
county’s appearance in the Twenty20 final 
was his highlight after nine years with the 
club, writes Glenn Pearson. 

Openshaw, 69, announced he is to retire as 
chairman in March and will step down as a 
member of the club’s committee following an 
Annual General Meeting on March 10. 

The club will appoint a new chairman fol¬ 
lowing the meeting. 

Openshaw was elected to the Kent Commit¬ 
tee in 1994 and has been chairman of the club 
since 1999, which makes him the second 
longest serving chairman of all 18 counties. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I have been doing 
the job for nine years and it was a decision I 
have not made quickly. My colleagues have 
known for some time that I was intending to 
stand down and I felt now was the time to do 
it. 

“Nine years as chairman is much longer 
than the average team in first class cricket.” 

The outgoing chairman believes the re¬ 
development of the St Lawrence Ground has 
come as a result of more people being attract¬ 
ed to watching international cricket on the 
television. 



He admitted: “The biggest change I have 
seen in my time with Kent is in the financial 
side of the game. All counties are finding it 
much more difficult to generate income espe¬ 
cially if they are a non-test match ground. 

“The county game has been overshadowed 
by Test matches and the international game 
and that is why it is more difficult to attract 
supporters to county games, but fortunately 
we are getting more people in to watch One 
Day and Twenty20 cricket games. 

“Clearly the redevelopment is an important 
part of the club’s future as it will generate 
additional revenue.” 

Openshaw expects the club to build on its 


Twenty20 success last season and with the 
addition of a few new players, he believes Kent 
will be competing on all fronts this summer. 

He said: “I really feel we can do even better 
next year as hopefully there should be some 
announcements about additions to the squad 
which will take us into the season in a posi¬ 
tive frame of mind. 

“We have got a good captain in Robert Key 
and a strong all-round team and that is what 
the supporters are looking for. 

“It has been good watching the development 
of our younger players, particularly in the 
case of James Tredwell and Joe Denly. I have 
seen them come through the system at the 
club and we have had confidence in them and 
it is good to see them get international recog¬ 
nition.” 

After nearly a decade in charge at Canter¬ 
bury, there is one memory that stands head 
and shoulders above everything else. 

He said: “Being at Edgbaston to watch us 
win the Twenty20 final was certainly a high¬ 
light. I am much involved in non-cricketing 
matters, but I am a cricket fan and watching 
the final is something I will always remem¬ 
ber.” 
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PRIVATE HEARING: Chairman Paul Scally 


Scally in blast 
over FA charge 

GILLINGHAM chairman Paul Scally has 
requested a private hearing at the Football 
Association after an inquiry into David Gra¬ 
ham’s transfer from Sheffield Wednesday. 

The striker moved last August, but both the 
club and Graham have been charged with a 
breach of the FA’s rules. It is alleged the deal was 
conducted by Jon Kirtland and or Chris McMen- 
emy, neither of whom are licensed agents. 

When the FA scheduled a meeting to inves¬ 
tigate the transfer, Scally failed to turn up, 
claiming it would be “fruitless and a complete 
waste of his time”. In refusing to attend he 
breached a separate regulation and now faces 
a new charge - for which he has requested the 
private hearing. 

Graham and the club also asked for a pri¬ 
vate hearing after admitting the original 
charge this week. 

In a statement the club claim they under¬ 
took all the normal checks and believed 
McMenemy was properly licensed. They only 
discovered otherwise when the FA contacted 
Gillingham in September. 

Scally said: “It is about bureaucracy gone 
completely and utterly mad.” 

Graham is out of favour at Priestfield and 
was one of nine players put up for sale last 
week by Gillingham boss Mark Stimson. 

The club went public with the names of play¬ 
ers available for loan or permanent deals in an 
effort to reduce the squad size during the Jan¬ 
uary transfer window. 

Signings 

Stimson fielded several fringe players in 
Tuesday night’s Football Trophy southern 
semi-final against MK Dons, who went 
through after a penalty shootout. 

After watching his side’s uninspiring per¬ 
formance, the Gills boss launched a scathing 
attack on some of his squad, claiming they did 
not show the desire he expected. 

Summer signings Craig Armstrong, Steve 
Lomas, Aaron Brown and Graham were all on 
the list, as were youngsters Marvin Hamilton, 
Tom Biyant and Craig Stone. Guylain Ndumbu- 
Nsungu and Kelvin Jack completed the group. 

After the names were made public on 
Wednesday, two of the group contacted Stim¬ 
son. According to the boss, their reaction was 
not what he hoped for. 

He said: “We are all different, some people 
will respond to that and some will sulk on it. 
Hopefully they will respond in the right way 
and come into training and they think Til 
prove you wrong 5 but we will wait and see.” 

Gills made Craig Rocastle their first signing 
of the transfer window after joining on a 
month’s loan from Port Vale, although the deal 
could be made permanent if he impresses in 
the next couple of weeks. 

A number of clubs were interested in the 
central midfielder, but the lure of a return to 
Kent and the chance to work with Stimson 
secured the move to Gills. 

Rocastle said: “Mark Stimson was the one that 
showed the most interest and was the most 
keen. There were rumours and a few phone calls 
but he actually spoke to me and I accepted. 

“I have to give 110 per cent in training and in 
games which I am capable of doing and hopeful¬ 
ly I can seal the deal at the end of the month.”

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A KENT racer narrowly missed 
out on a dream chance to partner 
Formula One superstar Lewis 
Hamilton as part of motorsport 
giant McLaren’s new team. 

Gary Paffett was in line to succeed double 
World Champion Fernando Alonso and 
achieve a lifelong dream of racing in what 
is regarded as the pinnacle of motorsport. 

The 26-year-old Bromley-born racer was 
in contention after spending two seasons 
as McLaren’s test driver, but team boss 
Ron Dennis instead opted for former 
Renault FI star Heikki Kovalainen 
because of his experience in the champi¬ 
onship. 

Paffett told Kent on Sunday he still har¬ 
bours ambitions of racing in the FI cham¬ 
pionship in the future. 

He said: “I was in with a shout for the sec¬ 
ond driver’s seat for McLaren but 
Kovalainen got the nod instead. It is a 
question about being at the right place at 
the right time to make the break into FI. 
At the moment I am in the right place but 
it is the wrong time. 

“This year I am going to focus on the 
DTM championship. I want to keep racing 
and win the title again as well as my

McLaren responsibilities.” 

Paffett has just test driven the team’s 
new MP4-23 car, which was launched this 
week, and was the machine at the centre of 
the high-profile spy scandal involving the 
Ferrari team last year. 

He said: “The first time I got to drive the 
car was amazing. The sheer speed and the 
power of the braking are difficult to 
describe. It is like a rocket ship when you 
put you pedal flat to the floor. It takes a 
while to get used to it but it is a great car 
to drive.” 

Design 

As McLaren’s test driver, Paffett ensures 
the car is reliable, the new design parts are 
safe and competes against other teams to 
test the speed of the machine. 

All of the data goes back to the team’s 
designers who will build new parts to make 
the car quicker so Hamilton and 
Kovalainen have a good chance of winning 
the championship next season. 

He said: “Obviously there is an awful lot 


of miles I have to do driving the car, test¬ 
ing new parts, speed and reliability. 
However, most of my work these days is 
done back at the McLaren workshop with 
the engineers. 

“I work with them to help the develop¬ 
ment of the car by telling them just how 
the car feels out on the track. By doing that 
they can make adjustments on parts and 
test them in the wind tunnel.” 

Paffett, like Hamilton, spent his forma¬ 
tive years learning how to race in go-karts 
at the world-class Buckmore Park near 
Chatham. And he has built a good relation¬ 
ship with Hamilton during his time at 
McLaren. 

He said: “It is good to work with Lewis as 
I have known him for a while now. He is a 
great driver and he tries very hard and 
gives 100 per cent in everything he does. I 
think this year is going to be harder for 
him as he will have to deal with the expec¬ 
tation of winning. Last year no one really 
thought he could achieve what he did.” 

The Kent driver is now focusing on com¬ 
peting in the DTM, a saloon car champi¬ 
onship, and regaining the title he won in 
2005. 
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
